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Crime 

decrease 

continues

Good police work has paid 
off, according to Romulus 
Police Chief Charles Wilmoth, 
And the results are very clear 
as Wilmoth scans crime statis- 
tics from the 1987 departmen- 
tal report. 

1 ‘Crime is down, * 1 he said 
with a smile, ‘Tm pleased with 
What’s happened I’m curious 
about how the city compares 
with surrounding communi- 
ties*” 

Comparative results are in- 
conclusive so far, but it 
appears Romulus police and 
residents worked to stop the 
flow of crime in their city dur- 
ing the past year, according to 
Wilmoth. 

Total crime was down 4 per- 
cent. Ail categories of serious 
or Part I crimes decreased dur- 
ing 1987 by 3 percent with the 
exception of homicide and lar- 
ceny. Three homicides were 
committed in 1987 compared 
with only two in 1986, Larcenies 
were up 11 percent from 1,164 a 
year earlier. In 1987, a total of 
2,519 Part 1 crimes were re- 
ported. 

“You’ll never eradicate lar- 
ceny. People tend to be caref- 
ree with their property. If peo- 
ple get involved, especially 
through Neighborhood Watch, 
we can reduce the opportunity 
for crimes to occur, 1 ’ Wilmoth 
said. 

Burglaries are at the lowest 
number in five years according 
to the annual report. 

‘The most dramatic drop 
can be seen in breaking and en- 
tering complaints which de- 
creased a startling 139 re- 
ported cases or 26 percent. This 
goes to the heart of the prob- 
lem. People are really 
affected,” noted Wilmoth. 

Other areas where serious 
crime decreased include rape, 
robbery, assault, auto theft and 
arson. 

Part II crimes, or self- 
generated crime, as Wilmoth 
refers to the category, de- 
creased by 6 percent, specifi- 
cally in the areas of drunk driv- 
ing and narcotics, 

Romulus police again rose to 
the occasion in 1987, according 
to Wilmoth. Traffic citations 
increased 29 percent from 5,244 
during the previous year. 
Romulus police arrested a re- 
cord 2,387 individuals or 447 
more than 1986, Patrol officers 
also logged 100,000 more miles 
this past year, totaling 473,334 
miles driven. 

Drunk driving arrests took an 
upward turn in 1987, finishing 
with a total of 524, or 154 more 
drunk drivers removed from 
the road than in 1986,” he 
stressed. 

Wilmoth noted that during 
the past year, Romulus be-

Soup kitchen volunteers told to buy new sink or close

Wayne County Health De- 
partment officials have 
threatened to pull the plug on 
the Soup Kettle Kitchen, in 
Romulus, because the facility 
lacks a required third sink. 

Local volunteers fear their 
hard work at building the food 
program will be going down the 
drain since funding for the new 


sink is currently not available, 

The Region 3 Soup Kettle 
Kitchen opened in the Burton 
Building, on Beverly Road, five 
years ago. Workers have used 
the same two-compartment, 
stainless steel sink in what was 
the old Beverly School since the 
building was constructed. 

Today, eight volunteers 
serve almost 200 noon lime 
meals on Mondays, Wednes- 
days and Fridays to area resi-* 


dents. The project is organized 
by the Wayne Metro Commun- 
ity Services Agency and funded 
mostly by donations and a $1 
subsidy from the federal gov- 
ern men t for every meal 
served. 

Residents Dorothy and Mel- 
f vin Byrd founded the public 
soup kitchen. During past 
weeks, they have found them- 
selves scrambling around town 
in search of a three- 


compartment sink - the type of 
sink health department offi- 
cials say they need to stay 
open. 

‘Tm worried that our time 
may have run out. Jan. 4 was 
the deadline. We were told to 
either put in a sink or close 
down,” said Byrd. 

“This (two-compartment) 
sink has been used for 
elementary school children 
since the school was built. We 


only use the sink to dean pots 
and pans. All of our dishes are 
throw-away. The same goes for 
Headstart/’ she continued. 
The sink problem began in 
November when the Headstart 
program moved into the Bever- 
ly Building. At that time, 
health department officials in- 
spected the kitchen facility. 

“They told us at the time we 
would need a third sink to con-

Lambert’s new career 
raises few questions

Opinion appears to differ on 
the question of Councilman 
Alan Lambert’s eligibility to 
continue in elected office while 
a city employee, 

Lambert entered the Detroit 
Police Academy last month to 
train as a Romulus police 
officer. 

Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry explained that in his 
opinion, Lambert is now in- 
eligible to serve in any elected 
capacity in the city. 

“First of all, 1 like Lambert. 

1 have been a personal friend of 
his family’s for years. And I 
know he wanted to become a 
police officer for a long time, i 
congratulated him upon his 
acceptance into the academy. 
But both the stale law and city 
charter are clear about such 
situation. I feel he has violated 
the law,” Raspberry ex- 
plained. “I didn’t expess an 
opinion until now because I 
didn't have all the facts,” the 
councilman continued. 

Raspberry cited the legal 
opinion from former Romulus 
City Attorney Charles Lowther 
issued in 1982* “No councilman 
shall vote on any question in 
which he has any financial in- 
terest other than the common 
public interest*” 

Also Raspberry pointed to 
the State Conflict of Interest 
Act, Public Act 227 which pro- 
vides that no official, “shall be 
directly or indirectly in- 
terested in any contract with 
the state or any political subdi- 
vision thereof which shall 
cause a substantial conflict of 
interest,” 

In 1979, the same attorney 
concluded that a city employee 
could be appointed to a position 
on a local board but “could not 
receive compensation above 
his fixed salary/’ 

Section 4,9 of the city charter 
reads in part, ‘‘Except as 
otherwise provided in this 
Charter, the respective salar- 
ies and compensation of offic- 
ers and employees as fixed by 
or pursuant to this Charter 
shall be in lieu of all fees, com- 
missions and other compensa- 
tion receivable by such officers

or employees for their ser- 
vices*” 

Personnel Director Marilyn 
Radford confirmed Lambert is 
now an employee of the city 
and receiving a paycheck* “He 
would be classified as a recruit, 
I don’t know if anybody is doing 
anything in regard to this mat- 
ter/’ she said. 

City attorney Barry Seifman 
confirmed the inaction by 
council members. “Nobody 
has approached me about this. 
I wouldn’t make an opinion un- 
til I have all the facts,” he ex- 
plained. 

According to Mayor Pro Tem 
Mary Ann Banks, the city char- 
ter states, “that no elected offi- 
cial shall be a classified em- 
ployee of the city.” 

“But what is a classified em- 
ployee? Is being a police cadet 
in the academy a classified em- 
ployee? He’s not performing 
the duties of a city employee as 
I see it. The bottom line is* what 
is classified?” she stated. 

Banks said she and Lambert 
discussed the situation but he 
was never asked to resign. “1 
asked what his plans were. And 
told him to do what his consci- 
ence allows him to do. 1 have 
not asked the city attorney. I 
don’t think it’s an issue at this 
point,” she said. 

She noted that should any 
question regarding the police 
department arise during coun- 
cil sessions, Lambert would 
then have to abstain from coun-

Local State Representative 
James Kosteva tested the wa- 
ters and they were safe. In fact, 
by the accounts of some Romu- 
lus residents, Kosteva might 
even be able to walk on water 
after his latest effort in 
Lansing. 

He and Patrick Harrington of 
Karoub Associates appeared 
before members of Romulus 
City Council and Romulus 
School Board last week to dis- 
cuss the nearly half a million 
dollars Romulus will receive as 
a result of the surcharge on loc- 
al airport parking lots. 

With the help of Wayne Coun- 
ty Executive Edward McNa^ 


mara, Kosteva helped imple- 
ment an amendment to the 
Wayne County bailout package 
approved by state legislators in 
December, 

Both councilmembers and 
school board members com- 
mended Kosteva for his deter- 
mination in this project. Koste- 
va reiterated specifics of 
House Bill 5170 before local re- 
sidents ancl city officials. 

“Wayne County approached 
the legislature about thejr debt 
problem. And one possible solu- 
tion was placing a surcharge on 
parking around the airport. I 
made it clear to McNamara 
that any bailout package for 


Wayne County would have to 
include the airport,” Kosteva 
explained. 

House Bill 5170 mandates 
that 30 percent of the parking 
revenue received by local 
parking facilities be returned 
to the county. The city of 
Romulus would receive 20 per- 
cent of the collected revenue 


estimated to be $400,000. 

Kosteva noted Romulus 
would not collect their first in- 
stallment until January of 1989. 

Kosteva further explained 
that legislation reintroduced 
this year, if approved, would 
lax currently exempt on site 
airport businesses resulting in 


an additional half a million dol- 
lars into the city coffers a year. 
However, Romulus would then 
be ineligible for the revenue 
from the parking surcharge. 

Councilman Fete Bergeron 
shared his enthusiasm with fel- 
low councilmembers. ' The 
city now has a bargaining chip. 
If local airport businesses are 
taxed, we can look for in- 
creased property development 
outside the airport since prop- 
erty taxes would remain con- 
stant in and out of the airport,” 
lie said. 

Kosteva noted the later bill 
should save the state about $2 
million per year which would 


go toward funding local school 
districts. He said he expects 
the bill to pass within the next 
six months. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
noted the original parking plan 
suggested a 10 percent sur- 
charge for the city of Romulus. 

“I worked as fast as I could. 
The bill was redrafted with lan- 
guage to include Romulus. My 
support was contingent upon 
this. On Jan. 1, 1989, Romulus 
will receive the first 20 percent 
of the 30 percent surcharge col- 
lected by the state. I want to be 
here to see your faces when you 
open that check,” Kosteva 
said

Road widening, airport 
targeted by county 

WAVNE — The expansion of Merriman 
Road from 1-94 to and a 10-year ex- 
pansion project at the Detroit Metro 
Airport were the two main goals of a 
county official who addressed local dig- 
nitaries at a meeting of the Michigan 
Municipal League Jan, 27. 

Russell G rone veil, assistant county 
executive for public services, was one 
of two speakers from Wayne County at 
the regional meeting, staged in the 
Wayne Community Center, Wayne. 
Representatives from 34 cities and vil- 
lages in the county attended the event, 
“The FAA l Federal Aviation Admi- 
nistration) has secured funding to build 
a new control tower, which should be 
completed by 1989. And within the next 
few months, we will see the blueprint 
needed to complete the first phase of 
the airfield project,” Gronevelt said of 
a 10-year expansion and renovation of 
the airport, located in Romulus. 

In addition to Gronevelt, Lester 
Robinson, assistant county executive 
officer, spoke on the financial state of 
the county. The cigarette tax passed by 
the state Legislature in December will 
generate S 16 million annually for the 
county, and a tax on airport parking 
will generate another $6-5 million, 
Robinson said 

He added that $95 million owed to the 
state will be paid off in 11 or 12 years. 
Other speakers at the meeting in- 
cluded William Davis, associate direc- 
tor of the state affairs division of the 
Michigan Municipal League, who gave 
a report on legislation from Lansing, 
and Eugene Berrodin, director of insur- 
ance services for the League, 

The Region III Michigan Municipal 
League meetings are conducted every 
year and are scheduled in the chairper- 
son's city. Wayne Councilman Robert 
Beeny is the chairperson of Region ITT. 


Hospital authority 
OKs employee pact 

WAYNE - A three-year labor agree- 
ment between the board of directors of 
the Peoples Community Hospital Au- 
thority and the Service Employees In- 
ternational Union Local 79 has been 
ratified* after eight months of negotia- 
tions. 

PCHA board members approved the 
agreement - which covers 1*200 non- 
professional, hourly employees of the 
live hospital system - at their meeting 
Thursday. The pact was approved by 
union membership Jan. 21. 

PCHA hospitals include Annapolis, 
Wayne; Beyer Memorial, Ypsilanti; 
Heritage, Taylor; Outer Drive, Lincoln 
Park; and Seaway, Trenton. 

The contract calls for a 2.7 percent 
wage increase effective the first full 
pay period in February, another 3.2 
percent increase July 1, and 3.2 percent 
increase July 1, 1989. Additionally, all 
hourly employees will receive a lump 
sum pay-out in July - $250 for full-time 
and $125 for part-time employees. 

The agreement also calls for the 
establishment of a labor-management 
committee, consisting of six representa- 
tives from the union and six from 
PCHA management. The committee 
will be co-chaired by representatives of 
labor and management and will deal 
with issues such as employment oppor- 
tunities ands retraining, organizational 
developments that affect employment, 
scholarships and communication* 

The contract is effective July 1, 1987, 
to June 30.

Customer parking may be permitted in the front yard but 
not in the 20 foot greenbelt reservation area, 

4. Such use shall be compatible with existing or proposed land uses 
in this zoning dic*riet and shall be consistent with the City Master 
Plan.

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School reform: ‘blueprint for failure’

Gov, Blanchard's blueprint 
for educational quality in the 
state of Michigan adressed 
earlier this month in his State 
of the State address - was less 
than enthusiastically received 
by most area educators and 
administrators. 

In fact, most viewed the 
proposals as "old stuff." 

In his proposal* Blanchard 
has urged lawmakers to con- 
sider allocating $80 million for 
preschool programs for dis- 
advantaged 4-y ear-olds. He is 
also asking that academic 
standards in public schools be 
toughened and that teacher 
competency tests be initiated. 

The governor also wants a 
second pupil count in May - 
similar to the fourth Friday 
count in September - which* he 
believes* would provide incem 
tives to reduce the student 
dropout rate. School officials 
currently conduct the Septem- 
ber count as the basis for school 
aid payments from the state. 

On the governor's black- 
board are programs that would 
allow parents to have a choice 
in which school within a school 
district their child attends* 
school improvement plans, 
annual public reports, core 
curriculum and accountability 
and competency testing.

“Schools have improvement 
plans, annual reports* accre- 
ditation Instead of giving to 
the schools, this so-called in 
Vestment to our schools, as he 
puts it* actually would take 
away if implemented," Bedell 
said. 

Bedell said B l a n c h a r d 
“sounds more like a conserva- 
tive Republican than a Demo- 
crat . . , like a Ronald Reagan of 
eight years ago. It makes you 
think that he must be running 
for something/* 

Dr, Elvin Beets, superinten 
deni of the Van Boren Public 
Schools, said it was commend- 
able for the governor to consid- 
er earmarking $80 million for 
disadvantaged children, some- 
thing which Peets feels "is de- 
finitely needed/' 

‘’But the primary thrust 
should be on K-12 education so 
that our kids aren't short 


changed/’ Peets said, “My 
frustration is that if the state is 
going to exercise greater au- 
thority lover local schools)* 
then why can they not accept 
greater funding responsi- 
bility?" 

Peets warned that many 
school districts would lose 
state aid if the two-count day 
system were implemented. 

"There are set costs. We 
open our doors in September 
knowing that we have salaries 
to pay, electrical and heating 
bills. The budget is in place. In 
May, the proposed month for 
the second count, if a school 
district loses students, the 
state aid would be cut back. 
However, the school district 
costs remain the same. 

“How would we make up the 
difference? We understand the 
philosophy behind that second 
count - to motivate school dis- 
tricts to keep kids in school - 
but why penalize the district if 
they don't?" Peets continued. 

Garnett Hegeman, superin- 
tendent of the Inkster Public 


Schools, called Blanch) id's 
message "a speech Uul in- 
cluded i\ lot of if’s, and’fi, and 
bill’s," items which do lilllc to 
upgrade the quality of dura- 
tion in the state* 

"1 agree that everyone, no 
matter what his profession, 
should be held accountable/' 
Hegeman said. “But provide us 
with an accurate model fori hat 
accountability. And hem can 
you justify spending $(/()(}) per 
student, for example, in Birm- 
ingham, and $11,000 in Intster 
or Westwood? 

"We urge youngsters in 100 
different ways that they must 
get an education. But the bot- 
tom line is that the inequalities 
of the economics of it all [lit a 
lot of them at a disadvantage 
out in the job market." 

State Sen. William Faus <D- 
Westland) stressed that the 
foundation for school reform is 
a l the heart of the governor's 
proposals. 

“He is sending a message to 
the educators that if yoi do 
these things, we will provide 
you with some of the took to 
reach your goals," Faust said. 
"The answers and solutions are 
as complex as any. Whate/er 
you do, some some will agree, 
others will oppose. But it is jb- 
vious that something and sone- 
one must address this crucial 
problem. 

“Gov, Blanchard is sending 
everyone the message that the 
Executive's Office is ready to 
work toward that end."

Unstable market result of unusual changes 


Something unusual may be 
occurring in the financial mar- 
kets, Generally accepted rela- 
tionships between variables 
may be changing. This may ex- 
plain, in part* the reason most 
analysts have had a difficult 
time understanding or explain- 
ing market activity. This may 
be a short-term situation* or one 
a process analyst will have to 
learn to deal with. 

The recent announcement by 
the V.A, that they will drop 
mortgage rates from 10*5 to 9.5 
percent may be a variable diffi- 
cult to analyze. It will add to the 
banking systems liquidity* give 
some relief to the FSLIC, allow 
banks to take advantage of sell- 
ing mortgage-backed securities 
and may be used by the Fed to 
increase economic activity* 
without lowering the discount 
rate. 

For this week, interest rates 
will be flat to lower. Gold and 
silver prices continue to be 



under selling pressure. 

The short-term traders will be 
slow to move to the sell-side* If 
the market is moving higher, 
they will hold their positions. 
However, on any weakness, I 
expect to see them move to the 
sell-side. Intermediate- and 
long-term traders will use any 
strength to close out positions. 

Much confusion is coming 
into the market. Secondary 
issues continue to find favor 
among most small traders and 
buyers. However, the secon- 
dary strength that has been 
pushing large capitalized issues 
higher is losing influence. The 
recent strength in large capital-

Task force takes bite out of thefts

The Auto Theft Task Force of 
western Wayne County has been 
a nine-month effort at curbing 
the local auto theft problem. 
And, apparently, it's working, 
cooperation between com- 
munities against car theft has 
brought “big dividends/ 1 accord- 
ing to North ville Police Chief Rod 
Cannon, who is heading up the 
task force. 

From April to December 1987, 
members of the task force con- 
ducted 77 investigations, made 24 
arrests, brought 41 counts 
against the 24 arrested and reco- 
vered 43 vehicles, according to 
John Santomauro, Canton 
Township director of public 
safety. 

Santomauro first served as 
director of the task force but res- 
igned to work on the area narco- 


tics task force. He remains pro- 
ject director. 

The auto theft task force has 
also been responsible for the re- 
covery of parts with a fair market 
value of $585,500 and confiscated 
property worth $18,216, Santo- 
mauro said. 

Car theft is a huge problem In 
western Wayne County, Santo- 
mauro said. Car thefts are an 
organized and commercial busi- 
ness, Cannon added. The goal of 
the task force is to eliminate the 
problem or at least curb it, 
according to Cannon. 

"A lot of people lose their cars 
and never see them again. Like 
my son who lost his car and never 
got it back/' Cannon said. 

Even if consumers do see their 
once-stolen cars again, the vehi- 
cles are usually stripped, with 
many of the parts sold, Cannon 
explained. 

The task force was organized 


in April when a police chiefs' 
organization in western Wayne 
County heard about the possibil- 
ity for state funding of it. 

The group was awarded a 
$216,622 grant for the period of 
April to December 1987. A renew- 
al application for additional fund- 
ing will be filed, Santomauro 
said. 

The task force is managed by 
the state police. Local commun- 
ity police forces either contribute 
manpower or cooperation. Those 
with officers on the task force are 
made members of the board of 
directors, Cannon said. Sixteen 
communities belong to the west- 
ern Wayne County task force, 
Santomauro said. 

The task force is split into two 
teams. The teams work the street 
after a car theft has taken place 
to track down similarities be- 
tween thefts. Communities 
cooperate by making car theft re- 


ports available. 

Task force workers study the 
reports and try to locate “chop 
shop" operations - the organized 
theft and stripping of cars for 
parts - Cannon said. 

Several areas of Michigan 
have auto theft task forces, in- 
cluding Macomb, Washtenaw 
and western Wayne counties, as 
well as the Downriver area* 

“Considering that the unit has 
just started, 1 am exceptionally 
pleased with the performance of 
the unit/' Santomauro said. 

The task force has brought in- 
creased information to all the 
members, Cannon said. 

“United you stand, so to speak. 
No one is big enough or strong 
enough to take on the problem 
alone/' Cannon said. 

“A consortium can get so much 
more done,” he continued. “The 
state is beginning To recognize 
this/' 


Sewer plan accepted by 1 1 communities

With agreements from all 11 
communities secured, the Wayne 
County Department of Public 
Works will apply for grant fund- 
ing “as soon as possible" for the 
proposed $75 million North 
Huron /Rouge Valley Wastewa- 
ter Control System, according to 
county officials* 

Members of the Livonia City 
Council last Wednesday commit- 
ted financial resources to the 11- 
community project, thereby, 
hurdling the final major obstacle 
in the project* 

“That was the last major 
obstacle/’ said Jerry Galloway, 
staff engineer with the Wayne 
County Office of public works. 

Once known as the “super sew- 


er" which involved 16 communi- 
ties, including Ann Arbor and 
Ypsilanti, the present pipeline 
has been downsized to incorpo- 
rate the cities of Romulus, 
Wayne, Westland, Inkster, Gar- 
den City, Dearborn Heights, 
Novi, North ville, Livonia, and the 
townships of Van Boren and Red- 
ford. 

The 15- mile pipeline will extend 
from Novi to the north, cut south- 
ward through Livonia - where a 
$35 million retention basin will be 
constructed - through Westland, 
Dearborn Heights and, eventual- 
ly, find its way to the Detroit 
Treatment Plant. It will convey 
domestic and industrial dis- 
charges. 

The ambitious project is aimed 
at alleviating the pollution prob- 
lems of River Rouge, considered 


the most polluted river in the 
state* 

County officials have toured all 
of the participating communities 
to drum up support for it. 

James Murray, director of 
public works for Wayne County, 
said last week that local com- 
munities are under obligation to 
upgrade the present sanitary 
sewer system at their own ex- 
pense. However, 55 percent of the 
new pipeline will be funded by 
federal monies. 

“If, however, this project for 
some reason doesn't become a 
reality, the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency and the Michi- 
gan Department of Natural Re- 
sources could at a future date 
force communities to build the 
system without the benefit of 
federal funds." 


Nicknamed the “Grandson of 
Super Sewer/ 1 Murray said he 
believes the project will be able to 
get under way this summer, after 
all of the details are worked out. 

“When completed, the pipeline 
should alleviate some of the sum- 
mer stench caused by the pollu- 
tion,” Murray said. “All of the 
communities in the North Huron/ 
Rouge Valley basin will benefit 
from this pipeline. 

“It will (new sewer system) di- 
vert some outside sanitary water 
flow from the local sewer sys- 
tems, thereby, giving communi- 
ties additional capacity in their 
local system. And by increasing 
the sewer capacity all down the 
line, the system would help keep 
sewage from overflowing and 
finding its way into the Rouge 
Qjver/’

ames Kosteva, 
of Canton 
Township, has 
never met a 
stranger. Such a 
characteristic 
makes him a 
perfect politi- 
cian, It also tells 
much about his 
sincere interest in helping his fellow 
man and serving others with honor, 
dignity and compassion. 

Thus, it is only fitting that Kosteva be 
named the 1987 Associated Newspapers 
Person of the Year. 

The Person of the Year award is 
given annually by the newspapers to 
one citizen in western Wayne County 
who has demonstrated outstanding 
community service and has contributed 
much to the betterment of the area In 
addition, five runners-up are selected, 


one from each of the five remaining 
newspaper coverage areas. 

KOSTEVA, 35, IS one member of the 
110-member state House of Representa- 
tives. He has served in state-level poli- 
tics since January 1985. He previously 
worked for Canton Township as the 
township planner and the city of West- 
land as assistant planning director. 

He is a graduate of North Central 
College, Naperville, 111. - where he 
obtained a bachelor of aits degree in 
metropolitan studies - and a 1970 gradu- 
ate of Livonia Franklin High School 

He grew up in Nankin Township, is 
married and the father of two children. 

Among the list of many accomplish- 
ments Kosteva has under his belt is his 
work on property tax reduction and 
school finance reform at the state level 
Dubbed the "Tri Star ' program. Koste- 
va 's plan to have equalndollars-spent- 
per-pupil school districts in the state is 
now in committee. 

He also was a key force behind the 


1987 Wayne County bail-out package, in 
which he engineered a surcharge on 
parking fees at the Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport that should net the city of 
Romulus $400,000 per year 

But his aid to his constituency doesn't 
stop there. 

In 1987, Kosteva secured a $525,000 
and $30,000 grant for the Van Buren 
Township French Landing Dam project 
and a $60,000 grant for park acquisition 
in Canton Township In 1986, the state 
lawmaker was responsible for $100 T 000 
in state funding for the Canton 
Township Cherry Hill School restoration 
project and $25,000 for the Belleville 
Historical Museum. 

‘Tart of my job is a matter of learn- 
ing the system, knowing what monies 
are available, matching that with com- 
munity needs and helping communities 
draft as many grant applications as 
they possibly can,” Kosteva said.

Working 50 to 60 hours per 
week, Kosteva often lakes time 
out at home lor meetings with loc- 
al officials, attendance at civic 
group meetings and speeches lor 
school government classes. His 
presence in the community is im 
porta nt to do a quality job at the 
state level, he said, because he is 
able to learn the views and con- 
cerns of the people he represents. 

“I like what 1 do quite a bit. The 
dial tenge is there, 1 1 Kosteva said, 
“At the state level, we deal with a 
tremendous range of issues. 
From dropping moose in die U J\ 
and radioactive wastes to state- 
funded abortions. 1 deal with new 
issues almost every day. 

“One of the hardest things (ab- 
out the jab) is to have an accurate 
perception of the views and 
values of the dist rict In essence, 1 
work for 82,000 people, and 1 vote 
on formal legislation in excess of 
*100 times every year It's my re- 
sponsibility to accurately reflect 
the views and values of those 
82,000 people/' 

But “all work and no play 
makes Jack a dull boy/ 1 Kosteva 
knows this and participates in a 
wide range of other activities to 
add that “excitement” to his life. 

He enjoys listening to jazz 
music, running, soccer, trains 
and traveling with his wife. 

“The kids are also a pretty 
good hobby/' he quipped, again 
using his nonstop and pleasant 
sense of humor.

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Exercise safety is as important as fitness

W hen the shoes are hidden 
by the belly, it is time to 
start thinking 11 exercise," 
most fitness experts 
agree Nevertheless, safety in ex- 
ercising should be the primary goal, 
according to Jan Harwood, owner of 
Plymouth Fitness Studio for Ladies, 
Plymouth 

People should approach exercising 
mentally and physically, Harwood 
said. They should not adopt a com- 
petitive attitude but a personal and 
realistic motivation, she said. 


“Approach it mentally first. You 
can’t compare yourself to other peo- 
ple/’ Harwood explained. "People 
exercising should strive for a person- 
al level.” 

Doreen Durandetto, physical direc- 
tor of the Wayne- Westland YMCA t 
said people planning to start an exer- 
cise program should "get it OK'd 
from their doctor/* To ensure exer- 
cise safety, she said, a person should 
be mentally prepared to reduce the 
risks of injury caused by a lack of 
concentration. 

In preparing for safe exercising, 
Harwood recommends warming up 
with stretching. This will loosen mus-

clcs and joints and increase the car 
dio vascular rate, she explained. 

"We (Plymouth Fitness Studio 
staffers! have the people warm up on 
the machines and the bicycles. This 
really gets the blood Rowing and 
warms up the muscles/ Harwood 
said. 

Durandetto added that people 
should stretch 10 to 15 minutes before 
exercising Exercises should begin 
slowly and gradually increase in in- 
tensity, she explained* 

Harwood agreed. 

“People think they're going to lose 
weight really fast, and then they gel 
sore because they have exercised too 
intensely/’ said Harwood. some 
times takes a person six to eight 
weeks before they see a noticeable 
difference in their figure.” 

For a beginner, exercising can be 
frustrating. But to make it more fun 
and safe Durandetto recommends 
finding an enjoyable activity. 

“They can go walking, jogging, 
swimming, but, most of ail, make 
the excercise fun and not discourag- 
ing.” said Durandetto. "They should 
approach excercise very slowly and 
should know their limitations/' 

The ideal workout for a beginner is 
a modified program, Harwood said 
The program allows a person to ex- 
ercise one pari of the body one day 
and work on the other part of the 
body the next 

One of the biggest problems of ex- 


ercising, Harwood explained, is the 
motivation factor 

"Make up your mind as to when 
you'll gel started (exercising! and get 
stalled soon. It is never too late to 
start,” said Harwood “There is al- 
ways something to t>c achieved. Stall 
now! Whatevery (exercises) you do is 
going to be better than nothing/ 1 

A great motivator, she continued, 
is to exercise with other people 
rather than alone. 

"Peer pressure is very good in ex- 
ercising Your friends can get you to 
do it/ Harwood said. "A physically 
fit person can motivate you People 
will stall thinking. If they can do it . 

I can do it/ 

Harwood said many people have 
resorted to aerobics and walking as 
forms of exercise. But, she said, run- 
ning, a very popular and suggested 
exercise* could do the body more 
harm than good. 

For aerobics. Harwood said the 
Plymouth Fitness Studio has a Sente- 
nil l ubber flooring - the newest type 
of aerobic floor It is designed to 
avoid leg injuries sustained during 
aerobic workouts? 

But for those who stUl prefer the 
at-home workout, Harwood recom- 
mends that the exercises be per * 
formed on a soft surface. In addition, 
the main rule is to never overexert 
the body. Building a better body 
takes time, she said ■

Some area physicians say improp- 
er exercising can do just as much 
harm. And even more. 

Dr. Robert Ralph, of Gakwood 
Hospital, Canton, said trauma is the 
most common for exercise. He said 
exercise-related injuries range from 
sprained ankles and hurt knees to 
fatigue. 

"Most people have the good sense 
that they won't overexert themselves 
if they're out of shape?' said Ralph 
"Most of the injuries are usually on a 
traumatic basis?’ 

Dr, Joe Weiss, of Wyandotte 
General Hospital, said people should 
be familiar with the sport or activity 
they an' ready to perform and 
should be aware of any risks in- 
volved, 

Sharon Skiba, radiologic technolog- 
ist at Oakwood Hospital, Canton, said 
she has seen an increasing number 
of people having back problems In 
addition, many leg injuries result 
from people bouncing on hard sur- 
faces. such as in aerobics or running, 
she said.

Older individuals typically have an 
increased level of concern about e\

Weiss added that he sees more and 
more adults going to physic ians with 
exercise-related problems. The prob- 
lems, he said, can be tin* result of too

(sports i but have given up sports late 
in life because they were never intro- 
duced to individual sports?’ Weiss 
said. 

Children should be introduced to 
individual sjxiils a> well as team 
sports - at an early age When the 
youngsters grow older, they will con 
tinue to be active Weiss explained 

Common exercises with possible 
health problems include running, 
weightlifting and aerobics, according 
to Ralph Most of the aerobic and

’These problems usually occur be- 
cause an individual hasn’t warmed 
up properly or because they simply 
overexerted themselves," said

one approach. 

“Americans are very concerned 
with their weight and diets. All too 
often, people who want to lose weight 
rely only on diet or exercise/’ said 
Weiss. "It is extremely difficult if 
you're only going to utilize one 
approach ” 

Dr Robert Ralph, of Oakwood 
Hospital Canton, said a substantial 
amount of research has been done 
about weight and fat cells. Based on 
the research, medical experts agree 
that both diet and exercise are neces- 

amic fitness 

sary to build a better body, Ralph 
said, 

One reason for gaining weight, 
according to W eiss, is a lack of 
physical activity. Younger people, he 
said, are very active and can main- 
tain a healthy weight and diet. 

However, when the career and fami- 
ly replace those activities, a trimmer 
diet and formal exercise program 
must be considered. 

I believe the healthy way to lose 
weight would be to use dieting and 
exercise. Statistics will show people

are successful in weight loss by 
doing both 

“W'cight loss is very difficult. We 
mostly put too large of goals for 
ourselves,*’ Weiss said 

And what about crash diets? 

“The fact is. a person will prob- 
ably gain weight if they go on a 
crash diet,” Weiss said. 

“The bottom-line of losing weight 
is how many calories you bum or 
consume. If you’re taking in more 
calories than you bum off, then of 
course you will gain weight/ ’B

Colds 

Take precautions 
to avoid sickness 

O n any given day this win- 
ter, thousands in Michigan 
will be suffering the mis- 
eries of the common cold. 
To improve chances of avoiding 
this ailment, shake fewer hands, kiss 
fewer cheeks, dress warmly and 
maintain a good mental attitude, said 
Dr. Larry Sell, senior vice president 
for Health Care Affairs at Blue Cross 
and Blue Shield of Michigan. 

Colds can be caused by anyone of 
approximately 200 different viruses 
that are more likely to be spread by 
direct contact, such as handshakes 
and kisses, rather than coughs and 
sneezes from nearby people, Dr, Sell 
said. 

“Some authorities believe that 
emotional stress can also make a 
person vulnerable to colds by reduc- 
ing blood flow as well as moisture 
and antibody production in the mouth 
and nasal passages/* Sell explained. 

“These lessen the ability to fight 
off a cold virus.” 

“A thorough chill cannot cause a 
cold but can encourage viruses 
already present to multiply and can 
discourage production of the anti- 
bodies that assist the fighting off of 
cold viruses,” Sell said. 

“That's why it’s important to avoid 
chills during this season.” 

Restoring the cells damaged by 
the attacking cold viruses can take 
almost as much energy as hard 
physical labor, he said 
Thus, bed rest is the best cure for 
a cold. 

Obviously, it may not be possible 
for everyone to take the time off for 
a day or so in bed. 

But there are some other things to 
do to help fight the cold: 

• Increase intake of fluids to com- 
pensate for the dryness in nose and 
throat tissues; 

• Don’t overload the digestive sys- 
tem with heavy fried foods or 
sweets = instead consume soaps, 
fruits and vegetables; 

• Cut back or stop smoking be- 
cause it will further irritate inflamed 
throat tissue; 

A variety of commercial prepara- 
tions can also help a person with a 
cold to feel better, such as aspirin, 
cough syrups, decongestants and nas- 
al sprays.

Cold weather signals 
a need for precautions 

The dangers of exposure to bitter- 
ly cold weather especially to 
senior citizens and families with in- 
fants - is still present, according to 
Dr, Donald Lawrenchuk, medical 
director of the Wayne County 
Ilea Mb Department 
“Older people have more difficul- 
ty maintaining body heat because 
the mechanism to regulate their 
temperature doesn't function as 
well." said Lawrenchuk. “Likewise, 
infants under l year of age have a 
higher rate of death due lo cold 
weather than older children. New- 
borns, especially those born prema- 
ture. are al particularly high risk. " 
Hypothermia is a condition of 
abnormally low body temperature 
that can lead to serious health com 
plications and even death Symp- 
toms of hypothermia include uncon- 
trollable shivering or even no 
shivering at all, slurred speech. 


FACTS: Stress scores high 


Psychiatrists at the University of 
Washington in Seattle have de- 
veloped the Social Readjustment 
Rating Scale to determine the 
amount of stress in a person's life. 
The researchers found that , in 79 
percent of people studied, major ill 
ness followed the accumulations of 
stress-related changes totaling more 
than 300 of the following points.
